The idea that poets, writers 
and musicians are pale, sickly 


people who moon about all day 
and dine off a lettuce leaf and 


one, They number among them 
some of the heartiest eaters in 
history. : 

Dante Gabriel Rossetti wrote 
romantic verse. But the 
effort took so much out of him 
that in order te restore his ener- 
gies he used to breakfast off 
half a dozer or more eggs with 
an equal number of rashers. 

The legend has come down to 
us that Mr. Gladstone, the Grand 
Old Man, chewed each mouth- 
ful thirty-two times. In 1939, in 
a speech to the Darlington Wo- 
men’s Club, -Lady Violet Bon- 
ham-Carted dispelled that illu- 
sion. As a girl she watched Mr. 
Gladstone at dinner, “My eyes 
were glued to his jaws,” she re- 
lates. “Il began to count. To my 
horror he seemed to be swallow- 
ing every mouthful “whole. On 
my way home I told my father 
that we and everybody had been 
under a delusion. He bolts his 
a wolf,” 

How painful it is to have our 
illusions shattered as Charlotte 
Bronte must haye when she met 


her demi-god, Thackeray. He 
ate» so much and kept thrusting 
such enormous quantities into 
his mouth that ultimately she 
was forced to cry:* “Oh, Mr. 
Thackeray, don’t!” 

Thackeray was fonder of his 
food than his friends. His fa- 


vourite dish was broad beans 
and bacon. Once, when due to 
dine out, he heard that this dish 
figured on the menu of his club 
that- night, so penned a little 
note to his host: “I am dining 
with a very old friend and can- 
not tear myself away.” 

Tennyhon, too, was earthly in 
his tases. “I like my mutton 
cut in chunks,” he used to say, 
adding the afterthought, “large 
chunks!” 

Joseph Haydn lived for. music 
—and food. “Without ‘adequate 
meals,” he complained, “I can’t 
compose.” And as he wrote 104 
symphonies, twenty-four operas, 
and countless masses, overtures 
and quartettes, his meals were 
correspondingly enormous. When 
he travelled abroad he invari- 
ably sent a man on ahead to 
order meals for five. Once, after 
an unusual bout of composition, 
he ordered dinner for twelve. 
When he came down, mine host 
asked: “Where, sir are your 
guests?” 

“Guests?” roared Haydn, tap- 
ping his ample waistcoat, “why 
~they’re all here!” And he sat 
down and demolished twelve 
dinners. 

So don’t imagine that a deli- 
cate touch on the piano, or the 
ability to turn out ethereal verse, 
means a finicky appetite. 


Sinister River 

Two British scientists have left 
England to spend three years in 
“The Country of the Blind,” a 
stricken tract in the Northern 
Territories of the Gold Coast of 
West Africa, wrere at least 100,- 
000 natives are sightless through 
disease. 

They are det-rmined to find a 
way of eliminating the source of 
the disease — « river fly which 
what the nativ- call river blind- 


a 


ness—and which works it way 
to the natives’ eyeballs. There is 
no known cure for the blinding 
disease it causes. 

The scientists anticipate diffi- 
cultly in persu: ading the natives 
to surrender even a blind eye 
to help them in their curative 
work. Victims are s'iperstitious 
and hate to lose an eye even it 
it has gone blind. It is possible 
that they will agree, however, 
to having glass: eyes fitted. 

The scientists’ expedition is one 
of the greatest healing missions 
ever undertaken There is a real 
danger of the disease spreading 
along the rive:s to the more 
populous centres, of West Africa, 
and even to South Afriéa. 

The last census in Northern 
Nigeria showe. that one person 
in every seventy was blind and 
one in seven suffered from dis- 
eases of the eye The scientists 
are convinced that at least three- 
quarters of the blindness is pre- 
ventable. At present the inci- 
dence of blindess in the area 
is by far the highest in the world.

1t was painted in doleful colors as the end of 
real rockey, certainly the end’ of combined team play, a gross 
commercialization, a cheap salary-saving trick, though all those 
early master-minds were seeking was a method of speeding up 
the game. For ycars, only the National Association, which preceded 
the National League, played the 6-man game. The powerful Pacifio 
Coast League adhered to seven men, as did all the amatures. 

But slowly, all leagues came to understand that 6-man hockey 
made for greater speed, that combination play suffered not at all. 
And after that, came the revolution. Sweeping changes in the 


rules were accomplisted 


with a minimum of criticism, certainly 


nothing like the storm aroused when 6-man hockey was introduced. 
Stress on continuous and sustained speed resulted in clubs 


increasing from ten or eleven men,

GORDON BALL, GENERAL MANAGER, REPORTS 
ASSETS, DEPOSITS AND LOANS AT NEW PEAKS 


Montreal, Dec. 1—Today, Canada has the admiration and 
respect of observers everywhere, as it stands “on the threshold 
of vast industrial advance,” B. C. Gardner, president of the 


Bank of Montreal, 


told shareholders at their 135th annual 
meeting today. But, he emphasized, the policies of government, — 
business and organized labor “can go far to enrich or to impair 


any country’s capital of resources and opportunities.” 
‘ . % 


Commenting on matters he be- 
lieved of fundamental import- 
ance to this country’s future well- 
being, Mr. Gardner warned: “We 
shall do well to ponder that our 
impressive industrial expansion 
has as yet done little to render us 
less dependent on export trade.” 
Canada “can ui afford. . . to 


.come under the competitive dis- 


advantage tha:. we would suffer 
if our domestic levei of prices 
should in future. rise more rap- 
idly than corresponding prices in 
the. United States, o* in other 
major countrie*.” 

Noting that despite great ma- 
terial progress, Canada’s annual 
over-all gain. i: outout is rela- 
tively limited, being about one 
and a half per vent a-year for the 
average Cahadien,-the president 
pointea out that any improve- 
ments’ in living standards, secur- 
ity or government services, must 
come out of this modest yearly 
increase in preductivity. What- 
ever our objectives, he said, 
“there is no way of achievin 
them except «chrough increase 
production.”

Even so, few people know 
that the soup is made from the 
flesh of only species of 
turtle—caught off the islands of 
Jamaica and Trinidad — though 
the breed is found in other wa- 
as well.

They are known as “green” or 
edible turtles and when fully 
mature .measure seven feet in 
length and weigh more than 600 
lb. But the flesh of these mon- 
sters is coarse and tough and no 
turtle weighing more than 200 
Ibs. is ever sent to London for 
the banquet 

This -massive reptile has a 
meagre intelligence and little 
power of reasoning. She lays her 
eggs not in the sea where she 
lives, but on dry land, waddling 
a considerable distance up the 
beach to do so. Her dim intelli- 
gence tells her that the tfacks 
she makes will give her away, 
so she invariably wanders about 
first to confuse her enemies, then 
makes a several hundred 
vards from her point of entry 
from the sea. :

After laying her egyzs she again 
wanders about, “obliterating all 
tracks, and enters the sea some 
distance from the nest. Phis duty 
accomplished, she forgoes all ma- 
ternal responsibility and forgets 
about her progeny. When they 
are hatched some instinct makes 
them head straight ‘for the sea, 
where more than half of them 
are devoured by large crabs and 
other .creatures that prey on 
young turtles. 

Men who hunt the turtle wait 
until she has deposited her eggs, 
then intercept her on the way 
home, turn her over to render 
her helpless and drag her off to 
be killed or chop off her head at 


once. Large turtles are nearly 
always killed soon after, cap- 
ture. 


The most succulent turtles are 
caught in the sea, Fishermen use 
a live remora fish as bait, for the 
remora is attracted mainly by 
large smooth objects to which it 
clamps itself. A line is. attached 


firmly to the tail of the fish, 
which heads straight for the 
nearest turtle and fixes itself 
firmly to the undershell, Those 


in the boat have little trouble in 
hauling it in and, with the as- 
sistance of one or two natives 
who plunge into the: water, the 
turtle is dragged aboard. 


Turtles for the Lord Mayor's 
Banquet: are not killed in the 
West Indies, but sent alive. to 
London. They are kept in warm 
sea water and fed on small fish, 
but are very bad sailors and 
more than half die on the way 
over. That is why turtle soup, 
-which can be had for a penny a 
plate in Jamaica, costs so much 
in London.

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| Tried To Conquer 


Mount Everest -- Alone 


Once again the ice and snow- 
covered summit of Everest, the 
world’s. highest mountain, is fac- 
fing the challenge of puny man. 

_ All the world has been watch- 
ing the endeavours of two new 
expeditions—one Swiss, the other 
Pritish—against the impregnable 

which for thirty years 
mountaineers have sought to con- 
quer in vain. ; 

Each successive expedition has 
been better - equipped, tougher- 
trained and armed with more 
high-altitude information than 


_@ny before. Through the years, 


repeated assaults on the moun- 
tain have written fresh chapters 
@f highest adventure. And yet 
perhaps the strangest story has 
been almost forgotten — the dy- 
mamic saga of the thirty-five- 
year-old Yorkshireman who set 
@ut to conquer Everest single- 
handed. 

In Bradford, his home town, 
Maurice Wilson often startled 
people by telling them that if 
only they ate less they could live 
fonger and accomplish almost 
superhuman tasks. And he deter- 
gee to climb Everest to prove 

Knbiving nothing of. .mountain- 
eering, at first he ‘planned to 
¢rashland a small acroplane on 
fhe upper slopes and start with 
a@ quick advantage. When he 
found this would be impossible 
—that the only way up Everest 
was the hard way—he rigorously 
trained and fasted and even miade 
a parachute jump to test his 
merve, 

. Disguised as Priest 

Learning to fly, he bought a 
second-hand ‘plane. After only 
forty hours’ flying, the Air Min- 
istry got wind of his attempt and 
warned him off. Wilson's answer 
was to take off from the airfield 
and head south. Watchers on the 
ground were horrified to see him 
stagger off the ground with the 
wind — instead of into it. 

With no practical'experience of 
mavigation, he was missing for 


- geveral days. “Funny,” he wrote 


from Rome, “I am now able to 


keep the machine on a straight - 


course without leoking at the 
compass.” Determined to stop 
his crazy attempt, the govern- 
ment wired ahead for him to 
be refused fuel wherever he 
landed. But Wilson borrowed gas- 
eline from the British Consul at 
Bahrein so that he could return 
fo Basra—and_ still he flew on. 
In India his ‘plane was con- 
fiecated. Wison arranged its re- 
lease by agreeing to sell it— 
and then came another blow. The 
Nepal. government refused him 
permission to travel through 
their territory to Tibet. But Wil- 
gon had met a Tibetan who prom- 
feed to try to smuggle him 
through disguised as a priest. 
In ‘dark glasses, wearing a bro- 
eade waistcoat, swathed in red 


gilk and carrying an umbrella, 
Maurice Wilson would have been 
a figure of fun in Bradford, But 
police on the Tibetan road scarce- 
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ly glanced at him. When he 
passed patrols, Wilson raised his 
umbrella and walked with bent 
knees to camouflage his height. 
One in Tibet, Wilson abandon- 
ed his disguise and went for- 
ward in European clothes. 
Bread and Porridge 
Then, on April 27th, 1934, he 
camped with his two Sherpa 
porters on the Rongbuk glacier, 
that windswept waste 20,400 


' feet up. The following day he 


was at Camp II, the second base 
established by the 1922 and 1924 
expeditions, “the locality litter- 
ed with jam labels,” as he re- 
ported. But-above him now there 
towered the last vengeful 8,000 
feet—and Wilson meant to con- 
quer it alone on brown bread, 
tea and porridge. 

Marked out by previous expe- 
ditions, Camp III was only 600 
feet above the second, but so 
sudan was the climbing route 
that it ehtailed another venture- 
some six miles. Wilson noted with 
pride in his dairy that he was 
exceptionally fit, no fat, all 
muscle.” Yet every breath was 
now a labour, continuous thirst 
ma him eat snow and ice. 


Porters Exhausted ) 


"After six days he still had not 
reached the blizzard-swept Camp 
III and he decided to turn back. 
“If I stumbed, I just had to let 
myself go, roll over, and scram~ 
ble up again,” he wrote. Back at 
base, however, the circulation 
returned to his frozen feet—al- 
though. the fierce impact. of the 
ultra-violet rays at that high 
altitude gave him a swollen face 
and nearly closed his eyes. 

But by May 12th he had re- 
covered. The two porters agreed 
to accompany him to Camp III, 
so that he could again make a 
higher climb solo. The three-day 
struggle exhausted the porters,: 
but Wilson was still fit. Camp 
Ill was safely reached, Then for 
a week wild blizzards swept the 
little tent. 

On May’ 21st he started again, 


. with one porter to accompany 


him halfway to Camp IV. At the 
avalanche - haunted, crevasse - 
pocked North Col, the porter 
turned back. Wilson was now on 
his own, but he recorded in his 
diary the ghostly impressions 
shared by other Everest climbers. 
“Strange,” he wrote, “but I feel 


there is somebody with me in 
the tent.” 
Then came the final effort. 


Strapped on his pack was a con-~ 
cave mirror, reflecting his pro- 
gress to watchers in a monastery 
far below. Somewhere, within 
half-a-mile radius, was Camp 
IV and food. But Wilson could 
not find it, 

For six days he struggled up- 
ward, inch by inch. When he 
slept, his light tent parked at an 
angle of 35 degrees, he huddled 
snow round him for warm 4. 
His diary grew monosyllabic. “No 
food, no water. Get back. May 
26, 27. Stayed in bed.” 

But with the last flicker of 
hope—“Wind nearly through my 
vitals"—the food was found. “Off 
again,” he recorded on May 3lst. 
“Gorgeous day.” 

These were Maurice Wilson's 
last words. Sixteen months later 
the Eric Shipton expedition 
found his frozen corpse at 22,000 
feet. He had cvidently died in 
his tent from exhaustion .. . 
and then the wind had blown 
the tent clear. 

The party buried Wilson in a 
neighbouring snow crevasse. 

“His body passed through the 
snow,” wrote Eric Shipton. “It 
completely disappeared. There 
was no hole where it fell, just 
plain white snow ..

If you're doing a great deal of entertaining this year, you might 
prefer to leave your crystal packed away and depend upon modern, 
The latter will need only reasonable 
care to keep {t intact and sparkling . This means less work for you. 
It also means that you can relax and enjoy your own parties. 

To keep your inexpensive glassware shiny and bright during the 
holidays, try these tips for its care:

Wash it in hot, not boiling, water.

Here are some of the questions 
most frequently asked by inex- 
perienced or disappointed cooks, 
together with arswers which 
should be of value sot only to 
them, but to many other house- 
wives, I hope. 

B.—My mother was a wonder- 
ful cook. I have ,her recipes but 
my biscuits are never flaky and 
light and my pastry is barely 
edible. What causes my poor 
products? 

A.—Two people using the same 
recipe seldom produce the same 
results. Your mother probably 
handled her biscuit and pastry 
doughs with a very light hand. 
You may be the atliletic type 
with a strong right arm and, 
although you are kneading the 
biscuits thirty seconds as. her 
recipe directs, your strength is 
so great that half that time would 
be right for you. When you use 
her pastry recipe, tose the dry in- 
gredients up from the bottom of 
the bew) with a fork as the 
water is added, Then press the 
bits.of dough inte a ball. Don’t 
knead. Pat the dough out on a 
floured board and then roll it 
lightly in all directions. Don't 
roll back and forth 

Q.—What causes a layer or loaf 
cake to bump in the middle and 
sometimes to crack? 

A.—Too much flour is usually 
the cause of humps and cracks 
in cake, Sift the flour once be- 
fore measuring, spoon*it into a 
measuring cup and level it off 
with a straight-edged knife .or 
spatula. Be sure to use the type 
flour indicated in the recipe. Too 
hot. an oven during the first part 
of the baking periou also may 
cause humps and cracks. A-crust 
must not form till the leavening 
has had time to raise the batter 
or it will rise more in the centre 
where the crust tender 
().—What makes cake close 
grained and heavy? 


A.—Heaviness is usually the re- 


sult of overstirring or beating 
the batter, It.is more ap. to occu 
when an electric beater is used. 
Unless the cake is a very rich 
one the batter shculd be stirred 
after each addition of dry and 


liquid ingredients only until well 
blended and smeoth. Using a 
moderately slow speed in a mixer 
prevents over-beating. Heaviness 
also may be caused by too much 
sugar, shortening or liquid or too 
little leave ring 
q.—Recipes for sponge and 
angel cake always call for un- 
greased pans. Wouldn't it be bet- 
ter to grease pans se the cake 
would fall cut on cooling? 


wn 
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A.—Sponge and angel cakes 
should not be baked in greased 
pans, The batter, which is large- 
ly beaten egg whites, is tgg de- 
licate to nold up and give a 
cake of full volume without the 
support of the ungreased pan to 
which it clings during baking 
and cooling. A tube pan with a 
remevable bottom facilitates re-- 
moval of the cake 

* . 

/Q.—What causes a sponge or 

angel cake to have a coarse grain 


» and occasional large holes? 


A.—Usually @. coarse grain is 
caused by underbeating the egg 
whites or not thoroughly folding 
them into the batter The large 
holes come from folding air into 
the batter as it is poured into 
the pan. After the pan has been 
filled, cutting through the batter 


with a spatula will break the 
air bubbles and eliminate the 
holes.

Q.—Can batters fo: waffles and 
griddle cakes be made ahead of 
time? 

A.~-If a double-action baking 
powder is used in a batter it 
may be stored in the refrigera- 
tor for severdl hours or perhaps 


longer. This is pussible because 
a double-action powder releas2. 
only about one-third of its teav- 
ening when cold; the remaining 
two-thirds on baking.

Q.—My daughter will be mar- 
ried soon and I wanteto equip 
her kitchen with the best ‘kind 
of pans for cakes, pies and 
cookies. What would you recom- 
mend for each? 

A.—Pans are made of various 
materials which affect their bak- 
ing use to some extent A heavy 
metal absorbs and retains heat. 
Thus, enamel or giass pie pans 
help to:‘brown the under crust 
of a pie. This browning would 
be ‘undesirable in a cake or 
cookie. Shiny aluminum == and 
heavy tin reflect the heat and 
foods? baked in pans of these 
metals brown delicately all over. 
They are good for all baking and 
most recipes are written for their 
use. If glass. cast iror or enamel 
is employed, the temperature 
must be, lowered, usually about 
25° oy the time of baking de- 
creased, 


Says Germ Warfare 
Would Not Work 


Mention germ warfare in mix- 
ed company and you can almost 
see your listeners’ scalps tingle. 
They conjure up visions of sin- 
ister missiles, more deadly even 
than a hydrogen bomb, raining 
down silently and turning cities 
into ghost towns, with them- 
selves and their families, friends, 
and neighbours, all lying dead 
in the streets. 

Yet, the frightening idea that 
vast areas could be depopulated 
by germs dropped from the air 
is really ridiculous. It’s perfect- 
ly true that as little as a tea- 
spoonful of a particular bacteria 
could fatally infect every member 
of the British Isles. But the 
germs in question would have to 
be properly portioned out. 

And—fortunately for all con- 
cerned — the very germs which 
might wreak most havoc would 
not themselves be tough enough 
to stand warfare conditions. 

Contrary to general belief, 
germ warfare is nothing new, It 
was first tried in the fourteenth 
century, when the Tartars swept 
across Europe from Russia and, 
in an attempt to overcome resis- 
tance at Caffa, hurled corpses and 
dying victims of the bubonic 


plague over the city’s walls. 
In World War 1 the Germans 
introduce cholera 


tried to into 


——— 


Italy. Later, they inoculated 
horses with glanders and set them 
free to mingle with horse-drawn 
units of the Allies. As recently 
as 1942, after 165 Chinese deaths, 
China accused Japan of dropping 
infected rice and clothing from 
a ‘plane. 

But it’s extremely improbable 
that epidemics on a large scale 
could be started by germ war- 
fare. As the U.S. journal “To- 
fare, As an American  jour- 
nal “To - day’s Health” points 
out, there aye no known 
germs which could be lib- 
erated as free agents and be ex- 
pected to create a widespread 
pestilence. When subjected to 
the rigours of warfare they would 
expire long before they. could do 


their dirty work. y 
There’s one other comforting 
factor. Simply this. It would 


hardly profit any nation to con- 
quer another with, say, typhus 

.. or even foot-and-mouth, 
For the victorious race would 


soon find the disease knocking at 
its own doctor.

It looks like any other letter 
the drops through your 


letter-box. You open it and begin - 


te read. You are shocked; your 
blood runs cold... and your 
mind is poisoned with suspicions 
you never harboured before. 

That is the anonymous poison-~ 
pen letter, sometimes the slayer 
of innocent lives, which curses 
our social life from time to time. 
The Northamptonshire village of 
Irchester has recently been hav- 
ing a second dose of it. Scurri- 
lous, obscene, it descended on 
fourteen people there -—- mostly 
villagers dreaded the postman’s 

What makes people write such 
letters? It may be insanity, a 
perverted “moral” sense which 
makes them see evil where none 
exists, a bitter jealousy of some- 
thing their own ‘narrow lives 
lack, a morbid desire for revenge 
for some imagined hurt, even the 
hope of renewing a broken as- 
sociation writes Arnold Wareing 
in Tit-Bits.” 

At Bristol Assizes, some years 
ago, a married man was jailed 
for three months after pleading 
guilty to publishing defamatory 
libels concerning a single wo- 
man whom the prosecuting coun- 
eel described as “of quite un- 
blefhished character.” Some of 
the letters he had “sent to her, 
some to other people; and for 
a time she herself was even sus- 
pected of having written them! 

Occasional Kiss 

The man’s own counsel! said 
that he met her as a member of 
a Methodist church, and they 
became friendly. As no woman 
other than his wife had ever 
taken an interest in him before, 
he was flattered. The friendship 
never went beyond an occasion- 
al kiss, but eventually his wife 
forbadé her the house. It was 
with the perverted idea of get- 
ting the young woman to re- 
sume the friendship that he had 
written these letters! 

One was to a married woman, 
making allegations concerning 
her husband and the girl; an- 
other to a church official telling 
him that she was saying she re- 
ceived love letters from him. 
Imagine the shock to her, an 
earnest church worker, when 
she and others were questioned 
by the pastor at a vestry meet- 
ing. Fortunately, the man had 
the courage to confess and apolo- 
gize. But the irony is that his 
conduct was likely to have the 
reverse effect he desired on any 
normal-minded young woman. 

Poison-penners caused an im- 
mense amount of unhappiness 
during the war. The Bishop of 
Sheffild was moved to protest 
that “many soldiers have had 
their lives made miserable by 
wicked letters, often from rela- 
tives or jealous neighbours, mak- 
ing allegations which we fre- 
quently find unfounded.” 

A. young lance - corporal shot 
himself after receiving a letter 
stating that his twenty-year-old 
bride was living with another 
man, when actually she was stay- 
ing with her father, planning a 
new home for them. He left a 
letter which read: “I have made 
a great mistake. I think this is 


the finest way to finish it. I can- 


mot live without the thing that 
matters. I don’t think I'll foq- 
it, although I want to Ji 
bye. Bill.” «g wife said: 
His stricken }é@"else but him. 
“I've loved “end wrote to him 
Some ¢TYdhad no suspicions till 
—and ived it.” 
*® Rien an R.A.S.C. man station- 
a in Northern Ireland ‘was 
eharged in a London police court 
with murdering his young bride 
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while on leave, the Director of 
Public Prosecutions said: “This 
girl’s death appears to have been 
caused bY anonymous letters. 
She was.a perfectly honest girl.” 


He had\ received, the soldier 
stated, a number. of letters mak- 
ing accusations against her. When 
he told her, she denied them. 
The night. before the tragedy his 
mother Wold her. she was “no 
good,” and there was a quarrel). 
The next day, before returning 
to his unit, he told his wife 
he expected her to “play the 
game” or he would shoot her.

Think of the tragedy wrought 
in those two young lives by these 
foul, smear-letters. The writer 
of thern should have been’in the 
dock rather than the hasty, Mis» 
yuided “soldier. 

The gloating vindictiveness, of 
some poison-penners 1s beyond 
belief. A sixteen-year-old girl 
was driven from her “Ipswich 
home by letters from — other 
gigis signing themselves “The 
Gang.” One said: “We are goink 
to make your life a hell. It will 
be fun watching you.” 

What a distorted idea of “fun!” 


In a Wiltshire case, letters to 
a husband were written in ili- 
terate language, deliberately cho- 
sen, and in disguised handwriting 
to convéy the impression that 
they were from a villager. 

One read: “She comes down to 
village got up that ridiculous 
and vulgar with er posh dress 
and nakedness for or] the men 
to talk dirty talk about her, 
which doant surprise nobody 
knowin what she is.” Another: 
“Sir, whole vilage pities you but 
ols you in great contempt to al- 
low a low creature like the old 
bit do say she wore fool to 
marry you as you be not nearly 
so rich as she did think.” 


What sort of mind could labori- , 


ously concoct such letters. to 

harm the union of a man and 

woman? :

Nevertheless, the trail was fol- 
lowed with the help of relatives 
of the finder, among whom his 
effects had been distributed. The 
trail led from Yorkshire to other 
parts of the country— before 
petering out in Manchester. 

Some of the experts who un- 
dertook the search are now dead, 
But they were so certain of the 
authenticity of the map that they 
spent many hours and not a lit- 
tic money on the treasure hunt.

Bay and Rosemary 
Christmas Tradition 


Bay and rosemary have also 
been represented among our 
Christmas plants from time im- 
memorial. An ancient writer 
says: “Rosemarie and Baies that 
are most faire were stuck about 
th houses and the churches at 
the time of Christmas.” 

Accoring to tradition it was 
the bay tree, with -its lance- 
like leaves and purple berries, 
sheltered the holy family 
during a thunder-storm. Accord- 
ingly it was believed that light- 
ing will never strike a bay tree. 

The association of the rose- 
mary plant with Christmas also 
goe sback to the early 
hood of our Lord, namely to the 
flight into Egypt to escape the 
wrath and jealousy of King 
Herod. Its branches are said to 
have held the little garments 
of the Christ-Child that were 
placed upon them by the Vir- 
gin Mother. Originally, its flow- 
ers were supposed to have been 
white, but the plant changed 
the color of its blossoms to lav- 
ender so that they might bear 
the hue of the cloak Mary was 
wearing at the time.
